A while ago a manufacturer of 
wooden pails, desiring to curtail the expense 
of making pails by dispensing with the 
centre hoop, painted so accurate a rep- 
resentation of the real iron kind that many 
hundreds of the pails with the fake centre 
hoop were put upon the market. The 
originality and ingenuity of the scheme 
caused considerable merriment, and the 
purchasers of the pails were inclined to re- 
gard the affair as a joke and to preserve 
the pails possessing the peculiar feature of 
a hoop of paint as a substitute for a hoop of 
iron, looking upon them as a novelty. 
There are fakes of a like nature imposed 
upon owners of paper and other mills 
which should not be regarded as either nov- 
elties or lightly. 

Not long ago the writer had occasion to 
examine into the cause of a new dye vat 
warping out of shape and leaking at the 
unions. The vat had been built by contract 
and was to be used for coloring paper stock 
on a new plan. Metallic slabs were ad- 
justed as a lining for the interior of the vat, 
and these slabs were supposed to be held 
firmly in place by bolts with both a head 
and nut like that shown in Figure I. The 
specifications called for such bolts, but ex- 
amination showed that a very cheap imita- 
tion like that shown in Fig. II. was used 
throughout. An inferior threaded stem 
was screwed into the woodwork, and a reg- 
ular, full sized bolt head was secured to 
this stem by means of the thread A. Of 
course no one could discover the fraud 
without removing the bolt head. These in- 
ferior fastenings weakened the whole vat. 
The slabs loosened and the woodwork 
leaked. There were several hundred used, 
and the whole number had to be removed 
and proper bolts put in their place before 
the vat was got into condition to use. Of 
course the builder was called to account ; 
but he had obtained his pay ; he attributed 
the mistake to his workmen ; he had taken 
the job cheap, was irresponsible, and could 
give no satisfaction. 

Another instance of fake work was 
brought to notice only a few weeks ago, 
when the crank on a machine in a Connecti- 
cut paper mill gave evidence of being out 
of order. Upon looking over the shaft and 
crank, markings showed that the former 
did not work in harmony with the latter. 
This appeared strange, for the crank was 
apparently keyed to the shaft. We de- 
cided to remove the crank, and thereupon 
discovered that, in order to save time, 
the maker of the machine had dispensed 
with cutting a key seat in the shaft, and 
had driven in a flat key, as indicated by A 
in Fig. III. In order to make the key ap- 
pear as if it occupied a key seat in the 
= ‘ft, the head was shaped like the sample 

» and one would suppose that the setting 

vas all right. A seat was cut in the shaft, 
‘ hew key was put in, and the machine ran 
right thereafter. 

Another case of poor workmanship is 
illustrated in the shifter arm in Fig. IV., in 
which the line of a plugged hole is shown 
“tC. This plugging so weakened the arm 
that it broke off as indicated by the dotted 
lines, and the deceit was then discovered. 
The flaw in the arm had been carefully 
drilled out, and a plug of babbitt metal had 
been driven in. The facing was neatly 
smoothed over, and if the arm had not 
broken no one would have been the wiser. 
As soon as the break occurred the plug 
loo ened and fell out. 

These cases are cited with a view of en- 
‘ging paper mill managers to patronize

be quite substantial many mill people have 
been fooled into buying some of it. A 
out is shown in Fig. VI. The holes A, B. 
C and D will tear out in a few weeks. 
belting can be located by bending a piece 
up and down like a hinge. If it breaks as 
in E (all except the inner layers) it is with- 
out fibre and is bad. If it breaks as in F 
(all except the lower layer), then it is also 
devoid of fibre, barring horse hair, which 
has been put into the mixture to hold the 
pulpy stuff together. 

Another instance of deceit is exemplified 
in Fig. VII., in which a part of the frame of 
a machine is shown. It will be seen that 
a plate bearing the numbers ‘ 1896" is 
screwed thereupon. This machine was pur- 
chased from a second-hand dealer who 
claimed that the machine was of this year’s 
pattern. The machine was new and had 
never been used. It seems, however, that 
the plate got broken in some way, and be- 
neath it were found the numbers ‘ 1882” 
on the frame. The second-hand dealer 
claimed that it was a mistake which had 
been made in putting on the plate; that 
the plate was intended for a machine which 
had really been made this year, and that 
the workman had attached the plate to the 
wrong machine, &c. 


A common way of bracing up a worn 
loose pulley on a worn shaft is shown in Fig. 
VIII., the letter B marking the shaft, and 
the dots showing how the shaft is worn. If 
left alone the pulley would slant and indi- 
cate the degree of wear; but the collar A 
is driven up against the outer pulley, the 
latter against the loose inner pulley, and the 
result is that the crooked affair is straight- 
ened up and will stay so until run a while, 
when it will assume its old shape and the 
deceit will appear. 

A peculiar case is explained in connection 
with Fig. IX., which is a cam on a plugged 
shaft ; that is, a pipe was used instead of 
a shaft and each end of the pipe was 
plugged and finished off so as to look solid. 
In order to hold the cam in place a long set 
screw, B, which reached ’way through the 
pipe E to the opposite hub of the cam, was 
putin, asshown. The workman wished to 
move the cam one day and the fraud was 
discovered. 

An engineer once thought he had struck 
arich bargain with a traveling engine sup- 
ply dealer when he purchased a set of brass 
sleeves at about half the usual cost. The 
engineer was surprised some days later 
when, in adjusting the new purchases, he 
knocked off some brass and found cast iron 
beneath. Fig. X. illustrates this fake jour- 
nal, which was supposed to be solid brass 
work, but which proved to be cast iron 


in every manufacturing centre which make 
a business of cutting prices on all kinds of 
machinery work and supply furnishings, 
and these are not to be trusted. They work 
cheaply enough, for they have to do that to

When a mill owner is taken advantage of 
by these fake firms he keeps still about it,

This, together with the fact that the average 
trade paper will only publish the cards of 
reliable firms, is the reason why we do not 
see the advertisements of builders of in- 
ferior machinery or dealers in worthless 
Therefore a safe 
method to follow is to have dealings largely 
with firms which come boldly to the front 
and advertise what they have, what they 


Take the matter of belting. A year or 
two ago a Haverhill (Mass.) shoe manufac- 
turer began to buy waste leather, reducing 
it to a pulp and molding it into sole leather 
Then some one applied the 
same idea to making belting from waste 
leather scraps. The belting thus made is

System of Work in Mills. 
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By 


(Concluded. ) 

In a comparatively few years past 
there has arisen a somewhat antagonistic 
feeling between employers and ‘‘ bosses "’ 
which ought not to exist. These strained 
relations between employer and superin- 
tendent in many cases result badly. 

Why owners hire overseers to look after 
the several departments of a mill and then 
try to manage the departments themselves 
is a mystery. 

If a man is engaged to take charge of a 
room he ought to have full power over the 
help under his care; to hire or discharge 
them; and if the owner should walk 
through the room and see some of the help 
not doing their duty it is his duty to go 
to the ‘‘ boss ’’ and tell him, and not begin 
to meddle with the help and take the power 
out of the hands of the ‘‘boss.’’ The 
owner need not put up with a poor or in- 
competent overseer, nor should he expect 
too much at once. 

Suppose that a mill obtains a new super- 
intendent of whom great things are ex- 
pected, by reason of his past reputation in 
the mill with which he has been identi- 
fied. He comes with all of the hopeful- 
ness and pride of one who knows his busi- 
ness. Alas for his expectations! What 
are the conditions which confront him? In 
the first place he finds the proprietors as 
full of hope as himself, without the tech- 
nical knowledge of details which will guide 
them to a correct understanding of the 
difficulties to be overcome before the work 
of reformation is completed. They usually 
expect to see a boom right away. ‘‘ We 
have got a first-class man to do our work 
and we are going to make things hum,”’ 
they declare. The looked for improvement 
does not materialize at once, and disap- 
pointment follows. ‘Time should be given 
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the new man to get things into his way of 
working. It may take a year to do this. A 
good superintendent will not jump in and 
tear things to pieces the first day. 

If a man pitches into the work in a 
‘‘ blood and thunder "’ fashion he will stand 
a good chance of bringing the whole thing 
to an effectual standstill. The help would 
be as ignorant of new ways of working as 
an absoluteiy new beginner. It would be 
a very good estimate of the seriousness of 
the affair to consider what chance a man 
would have with an entirely new force of 
hands. He would not be ‘in it." Mean- 
while plans for a perfect organization 
should be laid. The systems of work are 
to be changed so that all hands are to pur- 
sue the best method of doing the work as- 
signed them that skill and experience can 
suggest. A superintendent who should 
pass over this point and know that in other 
places he had an advantage because the 
help did their work much better than they 
do here, and thus give an advantage on 
which he cannot count in his present place, 
will not succeed in bettering the condition 
of that mill much, and if he enjoyed these 
same advantages of fine efficiency in the 
deft little fingers of these sharp workers 
without noticing it, and realizing how val- 
uable it was to him, he will be likely to 
fail to realize what the matter is if things 
do not seem to move along as he wishes in 
his new place. 

Give the new man time to act and he 
may prove a bonanza. 

A superintendent should be broadminded. 
There are several things happening all the 
time in our mills which call for the best 
judgment of any man. One is the change 
in temperature and humidity. Some may 
say, ‘‘ Oh, that is easily overcome by some 
of the many devices on the market.’" Yes, 
but all mills do not have them, and the super- 
intendent, although he would like to have 
them, cannot compel his firm to put them 
in; and in managing this part of the busi- 
ness you can easily see in the various mills 
an explanation of the seeming paradox. 
When the work goes badly the owner is too 
often under the impression that it is the 
fault of the superintendent in not manipu- 
lating the stock right. A competent su- 
perintendent will be posted on grades of 
stock. There is quite a difference of opin- 
ion as to the grades of stock to be used in 
the course of manufacture. Each selects 
those which he has proved by past experi- 
ence to be best adapted to the purpose re- 
quired. It is essential that the person who 
has the selection should be a man who is 
thoroughly acquainted with the stock 
which he intends to buy, as the range of 
qualities is so great that if he does not 
possess an accurate knowledge of the ma- 
terials of this sort he is apt to buy at dis- 
advantage. When purchasing in large 
quantities this is a loss which, when fig- 
ured up, amounts to an alarming total. He 
should be a good judge of shrinkages; 
should know from the handle whether the 
stock is up to quality or not. 

The ‘blowing ’’ superintendent is a 
dangerous fellow. I recollect when a su- 
perintendent changed over a machine, and 
you never saw such miserable looking 
work come off in all your life; so much so 
that the owner said that if the next set did 
no better work he would have to havea 
change. I did not blame the owner, for I 
never saw such work. This was a super- 
intendent who was always blowing about 
what he could do, and I do not know what 
he could not do. You will never hear a 
good man who is master of his work blow- 
ing, for his work will blow for him. Now 
this blowing ‘‘ boss’'’ when he came at 
first wore a chain across his breast large 
enough to strangle a horse; you would 
have thought he was going to storm the 
village. The owner gave him every 
chance; let him have his own time in doing 
and firing everything; in fact, he let him 
have everything his own way, and got him 
things which he wanted to improve the 
but it was of no use, he could not 
So the owner had to speak to him 


work ; 
do it. 
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about the work after he had done all that 
he could for him. What was the result of it 
all? He began to trample upon the owner's 
kindness by calling the owner a fool and 
all kinds of names to the second hand, and 
when he began to see that his time was 
short he would say to his second hand, “‘ I 
would not stop here for $10 a day, and if 
ever I leave here I will never come to this 
mill again."’ 

The tramp superintendent is another 
character. It is doubtless safe to say that 
about 20 per cent. of the superintendents 
of this country have no permanent abode— 
in other words, are not identified with a 
standard mill. They are constantly devot- 
ing themselves to makeshifts, and, like a 
rolling stone, gather no moss. In times of 
prosperity there would be no place in the 
market for the ‘‘tramp superintendent,"’ 
but now, like a burglar, he watches and 
waits to steal the brain treasures of others, 
and he is to-day a feature in the situation. 
He is indeed one of the most important 
factors in bringing disappointment to many 
others. He is a jolly fellow, as a rule; but 
mills will do well to avoid him. As a final 
word, I suggest that one of the chief things 
which an overseer should possess is a ready 
command of figures and the manner of 
their application. These are very essential 
qualities for a mill overseer. A correct 
method of application of all correct rules 
of manufacturing not only saves time and 
trouble, but also accumulation of waste, 
which will certainly have to be worked 
over again, to the detriment of the stock 
which you are using. 


Sulphite Fibre Manufacture—No. 
XXVII.

MACHINE ROOM, 


In previous articles the various wash- 
ing machinery in use in sulphite mills has 
been discussed, and also the additional ap- 
paratus needed when the stock is bleached. 
Under the head of the machine room 
will be included the wet machines, or paper 
machines, with their stuff chests, and also 
the shipping department. 

The stuff chests supplying the machines 
should be of such size as to contain, when 
full, sufficient stock to supply the machines 
for about one hour. The object of this is 
to avoid ‘‘shutdowns” of the machine 
and also to prevent irregularities in the 
flow in the wash room from causing in- 
equality in the thickness of the sheet. 
Even if the machine vats are arranged to 
dump directly into the stuff chests below, 
whenever the machine has to be shut down 
there is more or less waste from ‘* broken,” 
which is formed when stopping and start- 
ing. In addition to this it is almost impos- 
sible in starting up a machine to avoid 
a few bundles of dirty fibre, which have to 
be put into an inferior grade. If the 
capacity of the stuff chests is large, and if 
they are generally kept full, whenever a 
belt breaks in the wash room or a shutdown 
from some other cause occurs there will be 
stock enough ahead to keep the machines 
running until the repairs are made. Then 
by crowding the feed in the digester room 
it will usually be possible to catch up and 
fill the chests without stopping the ma- 
chines. 

For estimating the size of the chests re- 
quired for a certain quantity of fibre it may 
be assumed that 1 cubic foot of thick stock 
contains 2 pounds of ‘‘ bone dry” fibre. It 
may seem to some that stating the amount 
of dry fibre per cubic foot of stock is some- 
thing like defining the size of a piece of 
cheese, on account of the variations in dif- 
ferent mills and under different conditions, 
but investigation will show that there is 
not so much difference in the consistency of 
stock at different times and in different 
places as one would naturally suppose.

In my letter of two weeks ago to 
Tue Parer Trape Journat I spoke of a| 
slight tendency toward improvement in | 
business. It may now be said that not only 
has this condition of things been main- | 
tained, but that there has been further prog- 
ress in the same direction. As an evidence 
of this fact only four out of twenty repre- 
sentative paper men interviewed during the | 
past week were found who were not able to 
report some improvement. 

The statements of those answering favor- 
ably varied somewhat in degree, but all 
pointed to the same fact. 

It must be admitted, however, that there | 
is yet considerable doubt and uncertainty. | 
Customers don't always seem to know just 
what they want, and dealers are sometimes 
afraid to sell, it being rather difficult to 
make up one’s mind as to ‘‘ who is who.” 

Three years and more of continuous de- 
pression have«made this feeling somewhat 
chronic, and 'tis hard to shakeit off. There 
are abundant signs of its passing away, 
however, and once the Presidential election 
is well past, such a revival of business may 
be looked for here as has not been known 
in a long time. Even now there are to be 
found paper men—good, reliable ones, too 
—who say that they are doing well and 
have no cause to complain. 

The worst feature of the situation is 
slow collections. There is no doubt about 
an increase of orders—slight though it | 
be in many cases—but as for getting any 
considerable amount of money in hand, 
that is about as difficult a problem as ever. 
I know of only one house which does not 
dwell upon this as its principal grievance. 

Another bad feature, of which everybody 
is painfully aware, is the low scale of prices

No industry possibly feels the business 
depression more than paper manufacturing 
for the products of that great industry are 
dependent upon every other branch of man- 
ufacture, upon the movements of retail 
trade and upon the activity of general 
business. 

As everyone knows, the industrial condi- 
tions of the country are dormant, retail 
business is restricted, and the distribution 
of all commodities is curtailed because of 
the great distrust entertained by the people 
concerning the financial issue. 

At present the paper business is little im- 
proved over conditions of weeks past. From 
some quarters reports of improvement are 
received, but the increased call for paper is 
not yet of sufficient magnitude to be felt in 
all directions. 

Comments upon the paper stock market 
are hardly necessary. So little is doing 
that there is nothing of interest todevelop. 
Domestic rags are a drug in the market and 
prices are said to be lower than ever. 

During the day a sale by auction has been 
going on at No, 287 Congress street of the 
stock and effects of the late W. J. Thomp- 
son Company, a paper firm of this city, 
which failed several months ago, When 
the sale opened at 10:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing quite a number of the local trade were 
present, but they lost interest and the bar- 
gains to be offered were left to wagon 
peddlers and out of town dealers.

A RECENT decision of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals is to 
our mind just and reasonable. A com- 
mon carrier brought an action for dam- 
ages against the consignee of goods 
because of failure to unload within the 
time specified in the charter. The de- 
lay was caused bya strike of the em- 
ployees of the charterer ‘ without 
grievance or warning,” and the latter 
was prevented from securing other 
help to do the work. The court held 
that these conditions excused the delay, 
and denied the claim for damages. 
This is certainly equitable judgment. 





DELEGATES from two labor organiza- 
tions have been sent to Mexico to study 
the conditions of labor under the exist- 
ing financial system of that country, it 
being well known that silver is the 
chief medium of exchange in the 
neighboring republic. The investiga- 
tion thus undertaken by the working- 
men should enable them to reach com- 
petent conclusions if the economic ques- 
tion involved shall be studied dispassion- 
ately and uninfluenced by the clamor 
of partisans or the prejudiced state- 
ments of politicians. Whatever may 
be the reached by the 
labor representatives, we are glad to 
note the evident working- 
men to think and act intelligently.

PuLPp and paper making enterprises 
continue to develop. We note several 
of these, projected on a large scale, 
in this issue of THE PAPER TRADE JOUR- 
NAL, and it is therefore quite evident 
that, despite all of the dullness of trade 
and the decline of there is 
bound to be substantial increase in the 
output of pulp and paper.

isting circumstances there should be 
such activity in mill construction, but 
those who are putting their money into 
the business are certainly not afraid to 
take the chances. 





THE action of the congress of trades 
unions of the United Kingdom, referred 
to last week, was supplemented, as 
noted in a report of the proceedings re- 
ceived at a late hour, by the adoption of 
resolutions calculated to further restrict 
the importation of paper into Great 
Britain should the British Government 
adopt the suggestions offered. We do 
not wonder that the paper mill workers 
on the other side, tired of low wages and 
lack of employment, are seeking to de- 
vise means for protecting themselves 
against the unharassed competition of 
the paper makers of other countries. 
The measures which they advocate are 
only a form of protection which, dodg- 
ing the exaction of import duties, may 
serve, if practically applied, substan- 
tially the same end. The better way, 
less troublesome, would be to put a 
tariff on imports. .

DvuRING last year the production of 
manilla papers increased nearly 14 per 
cent., in marked contrast to the output 
of straw wrappings, in which there was 
a decrease of 18% per cent. Fifteen 
years ago the daily producing capacity 
of mills running on manillas was a lit- 
tle over 322 tons; to-day it is nearly 
1,188 tons. This does not include ma- 
nilla board or tissues. This great in- 
crease in capacity and relative output 
indicates one of the reasons why the 
manufacturers of manilla papers have 
been obliged to accept lower prices, 
The following table presents a com- 
parative statement of the daily pro- 
ducing capacity of the manilla mills 
(tissue and boards excepted) for each 
of the years stated :

WHILE the volume of trade has not 
largely increased there appears to be a 
little more doing in some quarters, with 
a tendency toafirmer tone. Perhaps it 
may be said correctly that business has 
reached its lowest mark, and that any 
change which may occur must, if only 
slowly, tend to improvement in the 
conditions which govern it.. Reports 
of failures during August are to the

In fact we have sent out this year nearly 
$69,000,000 worth more of merchandise 
than during the same period of 1895, 
and imported in the same correspond- 
ing time $43,000,000 worth less, giving 
us as aresult a favorable merchandise 
balance of $90,743,609 as against a last 
year's debit of $21,219,092. This, with 
the favorable crop out-turn, seems to

Trade Talks. 





H. A. Butterfield, of H. A. Butterfield 


& Co., New York—I came to New York 
from Vermont and established the first 
strawboard company fifteen years ahead of 
anybody else. That was in 1850. Not only 
that, but I purchased the first ton of straw- 
board that ever came into New York city. 
It was made in Pennsylvania by a man of 
the name of Shryock. I, however, bought 
the board from Cyrus W. Field & Co., who 
then were connected with the paper trade 
and had a warehouse on Burling slip. I re- 
call that only two paper houses in New 
York survived the panic of 1857. The mills 
shut down, wages were reduced and prices 
were doubled, and if we should have free 
silver thrust upon us this fall we are likely 
to see a recurrence of great financial trou- 
ble. Already the volume of business has 
been cut in two, and trade is quiet in all 
lines. I do not think that the people of 
this country will be so foolish as to vote 
for silver. If they do we shall have 
a panic which will last three or four 
years, and who will suffer the most? Ifa 
man should want to buy real estate of you, 
you would not sell it for 53 cents on the 
dollar. If a man should come to me and 
want to purchase any kind of strawboard I 
would say ‘‘ You can’t have it for 53 cents 
on a dollar.” I would hold it. With 
money worth less than it now is, one seller 
would increase his price and then another 
and another. They would have to, wouldn't 
they? We would then be practically on the 
same basis as we are now, but tell me 
where the buyer would then be with the 
prices of everything doubled and his 
wages remaining at a standstill. We do 
not need more money, because the greater 
part of the business of the country is 
done by means of checks and drafts. Ifyou 
owed me a bill for $20.75 and you gave me 
$21, all that silver or change is needed 
for would be to give you the balance, or 25 
cents, the difference between the bill and 
the bills. Neither would it be possible 
under full coinage to maintain silver at a 
parity with gold, because the cheaper money 
would drive the more valuable money out 
of circulation and we would then be on a 
single silver standard, such as China and 
Japan and South America have had for 
many years. Really, the whole subject is 
a question of supply and demand, and that 
is alaw of nature which cannot be over- 
How much do you suppose flour 


come. 
would be worth a barrel in New York 
if there were only 100 barrels in 


the whole city and if the supply should be 
cut off? It would be worth what the owner 
might charge for it—$50 or $100 a barrel 
even. How long do you think the food sup- 
ply in New York would last if a wall should 
be built around the city so that no more 
could. be broughtin? With her 1,500,000 
people it would last about forty-eight hours. 
Now, I look upon gold and silver as com- 
modities, just the same as flour, and under 
free and unlimited coinage silver and gold 
would be bought and sold as commercial 
commodities at the market price.

Pierce Brothers, St. Johnsbury, Vt., are 
reported to have been running on leather 
board of late, and, are thinking 


of changing onto that product altogether.

MIDDLE STATES. 

A large force of men is engaged in build- 
ing a stone dam at High Falls, on the 
Saranac River near Cadyville, N. Y. This 
dam will be 125 feet long, 40 feet high, 38 
feet through at the base, and 8 feet at the 
crest. It will be completed at an early day. 
At a point 125 feet below the dam founda- 
tions are being laid for a 40 ton wood pulp 
mill, the plans for whicn call for a main 
building 210x100 feet, a shipping room 200x- 
60 feet and a wood room 150x36 feet. The 
entire structure is to be of stone, withan iron 
truss roof, 16 feet in height, and will give 
steady employment to at least fifty men. 
The Chateaugay Railroad Company has 
constructed a siding from its main line to 
the mill, a distance of about a quarter of a 
mile, the terminus of the siding to be inside 
the shipping room. Work has begun at 
Kent's Falls, further down the river, on an- 
other stone dam, 38 feet high, 115 long, 
and built in the same proportions as the 
one described above, from which water will 
be carried a distance of 1,500 feet in an iron 
tube to a mill which is to be erected ona 
natural flat about 40 feet below the rugged 
stone side of the river. This mill, which 
will be in the town of Schuyler Falls, will 
be 400x90 feet in size, built of stone and 
brick, with an iron roof, and will have a 
capacity of 100 tons of ground pulp daily. 
All of this work is being done for the 
Glens Falls Paper Mill Company, which 
recently purchased the properties on which 
the new mills are to be located. 

The chemical fibre mill formerly owned 
by the American Wood Paper Company at 
Manayunk, Pa., is being put in working or- 
der. The plant, after being idle for near- 
ly four years, has been purchased by Alex- 
ander Balfour,who proposes to manufacture 
strawboards with wood pulp lining. New 
machinery is being set up by the Moore & 
White Company, and efforts are being made 
to begin work on November 1. The works 
will have a capacity of 25,000 tons of straw- 
board weekly, but will start with an out- 
put of 10,000 tons. Thirty-eight thousand 
dollars is said to be the price paid for the 
plant and nearly 7 acres of ground. 

Isaac N. Sherman's paper mill at Mar- 
cellus Falls, N. Y., has been undergoing 
thorough repairs and is now running night 
and day. 

W. C. Hamilton & Sons are laying a 20 
inch pipe from Spring Mill to their River- 
side Mills at East Lafayette, Pa., for the 
purpose of securing a continuous flow of 
clear water to their condensing department. 
The water will flow by gravitation, and 
when necessary large force pumps in the 
mill can give it a supply of 2,500 gallons 
a minute. As the pipe lies for 8,000 
feet along the towpath of the Schuylkill 
Navigation Company the firm has given 
this company a new towpath, with neces- 
sary retaining walls. Julia Scharff’s prop- 
erty abuts on the towpath, over which she 
claims certain rights, and until this claim 
is disposed of the Messrs. Hamilton will 
not utilize the new water main. One of 
the mill buildings is undergoing improve- 
ments, and the firm will resume operations 
next month. The mills as they now stand

After saying that two weeks ago it seemed 
that it would be necessary to have a re- 
ceiver appointed, but that the plan had 
been abandoned because of its great ex- 
pense, and the present one substituted, 
Judge Munger continued :

The millis a large 
one, well equipped for business, but in our 
estimates we have simply left the mill out. 
If the new corporation gets the mill it will

by receiver or assignee, we doubt if it will 
bring the amount of the mortgage. That 
is our statement. We only ask the cred- 
itors to hold the stock and that it shall not 
be conveyed or assigned until the Wilkin- 
sons shall have had a chance to buy it at 
the par value, with 6 per cent. interest 
added.” 

T. Alfred Vernon asked how the $80,000 
expense account was made up. 

T. P. Wilkinson said that it was made up 
of a large number of items, such as salaries, 
commissions, &c., and included the draw- 
ings of the members of the firm, there hav- 
ing been no private account for the last two 
years. On account of the stringency of 
business the members of the firm had re- 
stricted themselves to what might be 
called a salary, which is now on the basis of 
$5,000 a year. Formerly that $5,000 was 
charged off as expenses, while the balance 
was counted as profit. Since 1895 the ex- 
pense includes everything. 

In response to questions Judge Munger 
said that it was proposed to incorporate the 
company under the laws of the State of 
New York and that all stock would have 
voting power. 

T. A. Vernon asked : ‘* Has the mill made 
any money in the last four years? Would it 
not be better to give ‘the mill away than to 
attempt to operate it?” 

Mr. Wilkinson—‘' I am not a mill man, as 
you all know. I have had entire charge of 
the business in New York. I do not hesitate 
to say, however, that I believe that the 
Derby mills can make money, and I posi- 
tively assert that they have made a great 
deal of money in the past; but, as you all 
know, the manufacturing interest has suf- 
fered for the past few years. I do not 
think there are any mills in the country, 
except the most modern, situated in the 
best places to get their wood pulp, ground 
and chemical, making the class of papers 
that we make, which have made any money 
to speak of. Mr. Vernon asks if the mill 
has made money. You have the statement 
showing that $56,000 was made in 1892, 
which would net less than that because at 
that time we did not include in the expense 
account the money drawn by the firm, and 
my recollection is that it figured about $45,- 
000. We have had some years when we have 
lost a good deal of money and other years 
when we have made money. In the panic 
year, which you know started out splendidly, 
we planned over $70,000 of repairs and im- 
provements and, gentlemen, in my estima- 
tion, that was the last straw. Business has 
been depressed ever since.” 

Mr. Vernon—‘* We have had some ex- 
perience in that line. We had five paper 
mills and lost half a million of dollars in 
them. It would have been better for us if 
they had been given away.” 

Mr. Wilkinson—‘' I have not the wisdom

Judge Munger gave a detailed statement 
of the equipment of the mill, and then said 
that they had been asked to make prefer- 
ences, but had declined to give one creditor 
an advantage over another. 

Counsel for the Roessler & Hasslacher 
Chemical Company said that he had known 
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T. P. Wilkinson for twenty-five years, and 
he did not believe that there wasa straighter 
man in the room or in the city, at which 
there was applause. 

Wellington Smith echoed this sentiment 
and said that he had known Mr. Wilkinson 
for thirty years. 

It was finally moved that a committee of 
five be appointed to examine and report. 
This was adopted, with the amendment that 
the chairman be one of the five. The other 
gentlemen appointed were John S. Riegel, 
Thomas A. Nelson, W. H. Parsons and R. 
D. Ingram, 

Judge Lamoreaux asked that the firm 
furnish to the creditors a printed report con- 
taining the statement read, a list of credit- 
ors and a list of notes already matured and 
those maturing, and that the firm furnish 
its bill book to the committee. 

This was agreed to by the firm, Mr. Wil- 
kinson saying that the committee could 
have any information it desired. 

Judge Lamoreaux expressed a fear that 
pending the committee’s report some cred- 
itors might stepin and secure an advantage, 
to which Judge Munger replied that such 
action could not be taken, and that if the 
plan presented, or some substitute, was not 
adopted the firm would make an assign- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that a large number 
of notes had fallen due and had been with- 
drawn, while others were maturing. In 
September there were $37,000 maturing, and 
with sales of only $41,000 everyone could 
judge whether the present action was nec- 
essary or not. 

Judge Munger said that every precaution 
had been taken. The real estate and per- 
sonal property had been attached, but at 
his request the latter had been released, 
and there now remained only one attach- 
ment, which was against only one member 
of the firm. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that Thos. A. Nelson 
was present, and while he was a secured 
creditor he was willing to take stock for his 
claim. 

The committee was authorized to employ 
counsel, to run the mill and store until the 
report was presented, and to fill any vacan- 
cies which might occur in its membership. 

T. A. Vernon said that the concerns 
which he represented would be guided by 
whatever Thomas Duncan did, whereupon 
Mr. Duncan said: ‘‘I do not want any man 
here to be guided by what Ido. I amhere 
after information, and when I obtain it I 
will very quickly decide what the two com- 
panies I represent will do.” 

The meeting then adjourned. 

The sheriff has received an attachment 
for $1,000 against William Wilkinson, «a 
member of the firm now in Europe, the 
writ being sued out by John H. Lyon & 
Co.

A recent process to manufacture useful 
products of sulphite liquor is described in 
German patent No. 81,643, 1893, to manu- 
facture dextrone, a kind of dextrine from 
sulphite liquor. This process is now 
worked on a commercial scale in England, 
and the dextrone has found an easy sale. 
By this process the liquor is first evapo- 
tated to a very thick liquid, and then by 
adding a suitable salt the dextrone floats on 
the top in a paste-like form. This concen- 
trated dextrone is then dried and powdered 
and shipped in bags the same as usual 
dextrine. The process of evaporation, now 
so simple and cheap, has taken years to 
work out, and it was a matter of the 
greatest difficulty to work it in a large and 
practical way, because, as is well known, 
sulphite liquor attacks not only iron but 
also other metals which are used in the 
construction of the modern evaporation ap- 
paratus. This process has already helped 
one sulphite mill out of difficulty in regard 
to pollution, and it is to be hoped will also 
be useful to other mills having the same 
difficulty, and that the sulphite liquor will 
be a profit to the manufacturer instead of 
the serious troubles and losses which it 
now so often causes him. 

Another way to try to get rid of the sul- 
phite liquor is to let it percolate into the 
earth, either by using wells or spreading 
it over a waste area of land, but the results 
have mostly been unsatisfactory, and a 
worse nuisance has been caused than under 
ordinary circumstances. After a time—

watercourses or wells in the neighborhood, 
and the water in the wells became so 
contaminated that it could not be used for 
domestic purposes. 

To first neutralize the sulphite liquor with 
lime, and then, after diluting it witha large 
amount of water, to keep it in large set- 
tling reservoirs, is also unsatisfactory, be- 
cause the oxidation calculated to destroy 
the organic matters of the sulphite liquor 
is only enough to decompose it, meaning 
a dark color and bad odor, besides promot- 
ing the vegetable growth which is so ob- 
jectionable in watercourses. At one sul- 
phite mill where this system was adopted 
at very heavy cost the results have been 
so unsatisfactory that the authorities have 
ordered it to discontinue the manufacture 
of sulphite cellulose. 

The quicker the sulphite liquor is got rid 
of the better, and the liquor should be as 
much as possible diluted before allowed to 
go into any river. In running rivers, 
where the surface of the water is always 
changing, and the amount of water is 
large, so that it only contains an exceed- 
ingly small amount of sulphite liquor, oxi- 
dation is probably effected without the ob- 
jectionable decomposition referred to, and 
so effectively that under such circumstances 
the sulphite liquor will not cause any harm. 

In England pollution of the rivers is the 
question of the day, and offenders are 
tigidly prosecuted and obliged to spend 
large sums of money to make such altera- 
tions as the authorities consider necessary 
to prevent objectionable substances get- 
ting into the rivers. How severe the au- 
thorities are in this respect may be under- 
stood from the fact that below London 
Bridge— where the Thames water is far too 
dirty to be used for domestic or even indus- 
trial purposes, and where it is contaminated 
by drainage from sewage farms and outlets 
from sewers—a sulphite mill, even after all 
solid matters had been separated from the 
waste water, has been obliged to erect a 
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plant for the evaporation of the sulphite 
liquor. 

If the condensed sulphite liquor could be 
burned, and heat enough could be gained 
from it to evaporate a corresponding quan- 
tity of fresh liquor, it would be a cheap 
and easy way of getting rid of it, but un- 
fortunately it is very difficult to burn, and 
the heat available is so small that it is of 
no practical use, but besides in burning it 
a most objectionable 
which excludes all possibility of using it as 
a fuel, even if the neighbors are neither 
very close nor very particular. 

Electricity, which has worked wonders 
in later years, has so far not been of any 
use to help sulphite manufacturers out of 
the pollution difficulty, and it looks there- 
fore as if the only way to avoid pollution, 
where there is not a large river or the sea 
close at hand, is to evaporate the liquor, 
which with to-day’s improved means can 
be done at alow cost. This evaporated 
liquor can, as mentioned before, be used 
for the manufacture of dextrine, and may 
then be a profit tothe mill. The dextrine 
is chiefly used in the textile industry, and 
itis said that cloth treated with this kind 
of dextrine will not suffer from dampness 
and mildew, as when the usual dextrine is 
used.
